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The Kenney et al. reference discloses forming products between two webs of 
filter paper, cutting of the individual products, stacking of the individual products, and 
packaging of the products. Attention is directed to figures 2 and 3, and to col. 6. lines 
52-62, and col. 8, lines 18-42.

6. Claims 2-27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
